"substantially" should be deleted to avoid the issue of indefiniteness. 

In claim 21, lines 4 and 6, the term of "defining" should be changed to - providing - to 
avoid the ambiguity of carrying out the invention. 

In claim 22, lines 5 and 7, the term of "defining" should be changed to - providing - to 
avoid the ambiguity of carrying out the invention.
